Washington, Mar. 8.—The 
Seeretary of State, Mr Dean 
Acheson, today charged that

Recalling that the United 
States has consistently insisted 
that the 13-member nations of 
tte Far Eastern Commission 
should be full-fledged partici- 
pants In writing the Japanese 
treaty, Mr Acheson sald he was 
certain that the Sovict Union 
wanted to restrict the cons 
ference to representatives of, 
Russia, Communist China, the 
United States and Britain.

Mr Judd and 
Republican, Representative 
Jacob Javits, told Mr"Ache- 
ron they believe the entire 
European recovery, pro- 
yramme was endangered be- 
cause the State Department 
“faila to give Congress and 
the people the cold facts 
about our ‘struggle with 
Russia,” + ; 


The Democratic Representa- 
tlve, Mr Mike Mansfeld, sald 
the Secretary of Stnte “has 
done’ his utmost to bring the 
danger home to the people.” 

“But I am appalled at the 
way Congress and the people 
make a clay pigcon of the 
State Department with — thelr 
constant barking at its policies.” 

Representatives Judd and 
Javits both predicted that a bin 
to provide Marshall Plan spend- 
ing for the third yoar might not 
be approved by the Houre of 
Representatives “unless present 
sentiments are changed.” 

Me Acheson sald his Depart- 
ment was doing everything pos- 
sible to make clear to the Ameri- 
can people "just what the nature 
of our programme is.” He did 
not Ienow whether any specific
